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DIVORCE AND BROKEN HOMES 
. The latest government statistics show 
112 divorces to every 100,000 of popula- 
tion annually, as against 53 in 1890. This 
is‘about one for every nine marriages, and 
that miserable percentage holds good 
right here in California and Contra Costa 
county. When one home in every nine 
breaks up in a quarrel, it means a vast 
aggregate of unhappiness. A great many 
of the children of these broken homes are 
going to suffer from the lack of care. 
Their chances of growing up to good citi- 
zenship are less than those of other chil- 
dren. Roped ae 

One may feel full sympathy with the 
plight of the helpless person of cither sex 
who is tied up to some drunken or other- 
wise unfaithful partner. Yet the easier 
the remedy of divorce is, the more people 
will regard marriage as a mere temporary 
contraet, to be quickly made and quickly 
broken. 

There are too many cases where the 
real reason for the break is not any dis- 
tinet violation of the marriage vows. Too 
frequently the real cause is that the party 
seeking the divorce has become infatuated 
with some one else. Great numbers of 
people are swayed by physi¢al passion and 
by passing fancies. é 

Young people contemplating marriage 
should bear it in mind that divorce court 
proceedings are thoroughly unpleasant. 
Many men as the result of a hasty mar- 
riage find themselves tied down by an ali- 
mony order which is a heavy burden and 
a severe penalty on their rashness. 

Anyone who gets married on a. short. 
acquaintance, without good opportunity 
to obsérve the temperament and disposi- 
tion and habits of the other, is taking 
great risks.
